GROWTJI OP A VOLCANO. 


A OUKIilt 1-ROCKS3 GOING ON WITHIN 


THE LIMITS OF I.OS ASCELKS. 


The baby volcauo of Sierra Santa 


Monica ! This is the appellation of the 
strangest geological formation on the 
North American continent. It shows 
no seismic tendency ; there liag never 
been auy volcanic eruption. Yet it is an 
incipient volcano. 


On the gen tie slope of the mountains 


there exists an area of land, boiling in 
fierce chemical action, that is clutching 
deeper into the heart of the foothills and 
stinging its very vitals. Below this foot- 
hill lies a cavern, vaster than the moun- 
tain itself, fllled with liquid petroleum 
and vapors of oil. It is only one of the 
vast oil caverns which lie beneath the 
city of Los Angeles, fed by hundreds of 
minor cavities. It is a gigantic lake of 
hot, rancid, highly inflammable, bitumi- 
nous rock oil. Toward that dangerous, 
seething liquid mais the action of sul- 
phate in the side of the foothill is ap- 
proaching. Strong chemical combustion, 
characterized by gigantic heat, is creep- 
ing toward the lake of hot oil. 


They are sure to rnuet. A generation, 


perhaps more, may pass before the en- 
counter. But when the clash couies 
North America will be able to boast of 
a mean and desperately active volcano. 
Local chemists, geologist, and oil miners 
have been watching this incipient volca- 
no for five years 
It was discovered then 


on the side of Elysian Park, a beautiful 
hill within the city limits. It was a 
white spot on the surface about one foot 
in diameter, from which radiated an 
extraordinary amount of heat. Truly a 
peculiar discovery. It was passed over 
with indifference and disregarded. But 
the spot grew larger from month to 
month, from year to year. Finally il 
was examined aad the nature of the 
action ascertained. 


It was found to be more serious and 


persistent than imagined. Vast quanti- 
ties of sulphuric acid gas, fed from a 
fissure below, were attacking with libera- 
tion of heat a stratum of lime and form- 
ingsulphaieof lime, sulphate of iron, and 
sulphate of aluminum. Carbonic acid 
gas and water were refed by the reac- 
tion, which, consuming tbe oxygen in the 
atmosphere served to keep the spot 
moist and the action continuous. To- 
day the combustion is more violent than 
ever. 


There is uo combustion in the ordi- 


nary sense of tbe term. Xo Ore or flame 
is visible. It is chemical combustion, 
similar to that of the chemical fire 
engine designed to cast into visible fire

There is DO exprem power in the Con- 


stitution to acquire and incorporate a 
foreign territory and people into the 
Union. Precedents are cited to justify 
the annexation of Hawaii. Precedent

not 
amend 
the Constitution. 


Amendment requires a vote of two-thirds 
of Congress, and of three-fourths of the 
States. Consent of the Senate alone is 
not enough. Precedent belongs to the 
leges mm scriptas; it has no force except- 
by usage and consent, and must be pre- 
cisely in point. There is no precedent to 
justify the admission by treaty of Ha- 
waii. The purchase of Louisiana, Flor- 
ida, and Alaska are cited ; but these are 
not in point. A purchase unauthorized 
by the Constitution can be justified only 
by an overruling necessity for the na- 
tional safety. To warrant the exercise 
of a power not found in the Constitution, 
the necessity must be clear and impera- 
tive. 
Without this it is a violation of 


the oath of office. The life of the Con- 
stitution is aa sacred to the people as 
natural life is to the individual. 


What interest has the muss of the peo- 


ple in tbis treaty ? None whatever. Let 
it be confirmed, aud a precedent will be 
established having no limit to danger. 
Folly may seize San Domingo, Avarice 
covet Cuba, and Greed grasp the islands 
of the Caribbean Sea. 
Variant interests 


will create controversies and constant 
struggles, ending in disunion. The Un- 
ion, stretched aud distended, will fan to 
pieces of its own weight aud weakuewj, a 
prey to discord aud foul ambition. Now 
look at some of the consequences in sight: 


An ocean state 2,100 miles distant froin 


our coaat, and 5 000 miles from the seat 
of government, is liable to mishaps. 
The 


telegraph may convey news; but no force 
can reach it in less than a fortnight. 
Land and naval forces must be kept 
there for immediate use. 


Incorporation confers a citizenship up- 


on aliens not within the naturalization 
laws, comprehending 24,407 Japanese, 
21,810 Chinese, 31,019 IU.vaiians, S 485 
Half-breeds some South Sea Islanders, 
besides 15,191 Portuguese, 2 2oO English- 
men, 1,432 Germans, and a few others. 
It will give Hawaii two Senators and a 
Congiessman, alien in character a>:d 
foreign in interest, to vote on American 
measures. It will contur a right to seud 
sugar and other produc's into our ports 
without payment of duties. It will en- 
danger the Monroe Doctrine; we cannot 
acquire distant oceati lands, and yet de- 
bar Europe from American possessions. 


We incur constant danger from Mie 


natives seeking to recover their jint 
rights; they must be kept m subjugation 
by force of arms. We should be bound 
by the existing treaties of Hawaii witn 
foreign nations, and thereby be liable to 
foreign complications.

people, partly psgau, cannot be absorbed 
by assimilation ; for they cannot marry 
wilh American whites. 


In his Inaugural, Mr. McKinley -varn-

CHRISTMAS. 


It is now thought by Biblical critics, 


Sijb tiie riiila. .Secnrd, that the precise 
year of our Lord's birth, was really four 
or five years prior to the Christian era. 
But by the Fifth Century the 2oth of 
December was well nigh universally 
a-lopted as the natal day and as l,he cUy 
of the festival. As the beathen nations 
regurdecl the winter solaticfc :is ttie time 
when Nature begins to renew her powers, 
they celebrated the day with great fes- 
tivities. Maay of the usages that pre- 
vailed in the religious cults of the llo- 
cians and of the nations subject to their 
sway were wisely incorporated into its 
syttem by the eurly Ctuistian Church. 
Among the usages thus incorporated 
was the heathen custom of celebrating 
the renewed birth of Xatureby celebrat- 
ing on the same day the birth of our 
Saviour. Christian writers tell us that 
the Church sought to substitute for the 
Roman festivals held during the winter 
solstice its grand liturgy, together with 
fliamatic 
representations of Christ's 


birth and the flrst events of IIin life. 


But whatever the day of the Xativltj 


or the motive for assigning it to the 2o',h 
of December, universal Christendom 
now celebrates the memory of the occur 
renco rather than its precise date. It is 
the event, and not the clay of its happen- 
ing, that engages the hearts of the 
Christian world. The great communions 
and mighty pillars of the Christian tem- 
ple, the Komans, the Etsterns, the An- 
jrhcaus, the Lutherans and the various 
Christian bodies throughout the Chris- 
tian world, pay homage to the day not 
unly as a religious festival but as a day 
of social observau«e. 


THE MORAL OF (JIFT-G1VING. 


Aa the Christmas season approaches 


there is scarcely a family that has not 
bad its thoughts turned to gift-giving, a 
beautiful custom that has grown up 
about the season when there is "peace 
(in earth, good will to men." 
As a mere 


custom it might he "more honored it 
the breach than in the observance,1' bu 
it is something more than a custom to 
most people, having its origin in the rea 
feelings inspired by the season. In one 
view of the matter it might seem absurd 
that men should at any particular season 
of the.year, even in commemoration of 
the greatest of all events in the world's 
history, exhibit the sentiments whicl 
should control their actions throiighoul 
the year, but it is a blessing that even 
for such a short time selfishness shouh 
be disregarded and the whole Christian 
world unite in giving practical expressioi 
to the faith that is in them. 
But gift 


giving should not be perfunctory, or res 
eu'irely upon eus'om or the fashion of 
the day. 
It should be insp.'.ed by the

His gift will express in 
itself the UirsJIy foeliua whic i is behind 
it, not tht mure lifoe::i!ity of the giver 
The poor<lsf and hutuble.it, if guided b> 
true smuirap'ir, can o'.tev jrifta to rela 
tivfa and friends as acceptable as those 
which the richest in tho land prese 
1 he sentiment counts for more than the 
viiiae of the gift in dollars and cents 
The true Cluiatinas sentiment is good 
will, and it is expressed by consideration 
Thcra is an abundance of Christmas 
a«;tim"ut in the thought and labor rf 
quired to prepare an appropriate present, 
which shall be exactly suited to the 
wants or the tastes of the recipient. 
Such a gift is designed not for the i?rati 
ficstion of the f?ivf»r, nor because of an 
existing custom, but out- of the love the 
giver haa for the person he hai tr;ed to 
ple'S". t' ti an expression of love, and 
a* such li'.is \\ value that cair.iot lw ex- 
pressed in terms of dc-lhirs anil cents. 
It may bu costly, or it may be humble 
and unpretentious ; the sentiment giws 
it v«iluo oi increases '.hat which it has in 
itself. O'ie who merely follows a cus- 
tom p.iav fxpnnd tlioiw.uds without hav- 
ing a spark of the true Christmas spirit. 
On the other hand, one may brighten 
many homes with the light of Christian 
charity by the expenditure nf a few dol- 
lars. Dickons has ably exprpswl the 
thought and sentiment of the Christinas 
BPason in some of. his shorter stories 
Those who are not familiar with the 
Christmas Carol should read or reread it 
about this time. 
It will serve as a true 


guide to the sentiment which should 
govern gift-giving, a sentiment that is 
Bure to grow upon us nil (luring fie next 
two weeks.— lialto Nun. 


Gage Submits a Bill. 


WASHINGTON, DEC. 16.—Secretary Gage 


appeared today before the committee on 
banking and currency of the House of 
Kepresentatives, presented a bill emb^dy- 
ing his viewd fora revision of the currency, 
aud explained its provisions. He said in 
opening : 


"The object I have in mind in the series 


of provisions offered by me are four in 
number. 


"Kirst, to commit the country more 


thoroughly to the gold Htandurd ; remove 
so far as possible, doubts and fears on that 
point, aud thus strengthen the credit of 
the tinted States both at home and 
abroad. 


"Second, to strengthen the treasury in 


relations to demand liabilities, iu which 
are included greenbacks, treasury notes 
and the incidental obligation ; to main- 
tain on a parity, through interchange- 
ability with gold, so far as may be neces- 
sary, "the preeent large volume of silver 
certificates and silver dollars. 


"Third, to do this in such a way as not 


to contract the volume of circulation in 
the hands of the people. 


"Fourth, to take an initial step toward 


n system of bank note isdiu1!* without the 
conditional deposit of public bonds as 
security therefor. 


"If we prosper a," a pijr>p!o the revonuo 


ot the government ought to be aomrwhat 
in advance o.' iu* expenditures and the 
public debt of the United States gradu- 
ally reduced and 
tinally extinguished 


Looking at the question widely, from 
iny beat point 01 knowledge aud experi- 
ence, I feel that if these could be secured 
thf» condition of the government in its re- 
lations to the currency would be much 
safer 
and stronger than 
now, 
and 


that through the operation of national 
batik-note currency the commercial and 
induptria! interests of the I'nited States 
would greatly be advantaged."

The caucus of Democratic members of 


the House of Representatives resulted in 
tiie adoption of resolutions defining the 
party policy on the questions of Cuba, 
inance and bankruptcy. The caucus was 
.argely attended, 101 of the 125 Democrat- 
ic members being present, despite the 
stormy weather. Representative Richard- 
son, of Teuneseee, acted as Chairman^ and 
Representatives Cutumings, of New York, 
and Cowherd, of Missouri, as Secretaries. 


Representative Bailey, of Texas, took 


the initiative by prepenting the following 
series of resolutions : 


Resolved, That it ie the sense of this 


caucus that the Democratic members of 
the ITouqe of Representatives ought to re- 
sist all efforts, direct or indirect, to retire 
the greenbacks and treasury notes. 


Reaolved, second, That wea^eopposed 


to and will resist al! attempts to extend 
the privilege of national bunks or to re- 
duce the taxes which they now pay. 


Resolved, third, That we favor the 


early consideration and passage of the Sen- 
ate resolution recognizing that a condition 
of war exists in the Island of Cuba, be- 
tween the Government of Spain and the 
Cuban people. 


Resolved fonrth, That we favor the 


early enactment of a juat and wise Bank- 
ruptcy law. 


The first three features of the resolu- 


tions, on finance and Cuba, were consider- 
ed separately, the discussion being vigor- 
one 
and 
unanimous!y favorable, ilr. 


Builey made the main speech, urging that 
Democratic member should take their po- 
sitions pt'umptly against those financial 
movements, now assuming formidable di- 
mensions, owing to the recommendations 
given to them by the President and Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 
lie aho spoke for 


a dear out position in favor of the recpg- 
n ticn of Cuban beligt-rency, an embodied 
ia the Morgan resolution, which passed 
the Senate during the ettra 
session. 


There was not a disputing voice to Mr. 
Bailey't) proposition, and the firat lluee 
resolutions were carried by a unanimous 
vote, the result being received with hearty 
cheers. 


The fourth feature of the resolutions, de- 


claring for a juat aud wise bankruptcy law, 
met with some opposition. 
Mr. DeAtm- 


ond, of Missouri, argued ihi*b it was not 
expedient for the party to take a position 
favorable to a bankruptcy bill at this tmie. 
The resolution was supported by Messrs. 
Bailey. Simras, of Tennessee, and Swan- 
son, of Virginia. The reaolntioa finally 
prevailed by a large majority, although 
Air. DeArmond and about half a dozen 
others registered their voices in opposition 
to this course. 


On motion of Mr. Jtaddox, of Georgia, 


arrangements were matie for the uaual 
Congressional Committee to conduct the 
Congressional 
campaign 
of 189S. 
The 


coommittee is to consist of one member 
from each State, Territory and the District 
of Columbia and ritue Senators to be chosen 
by the Senate Democratic caucus.

David A. Day, D. D., who»e pro- 


posed return to this country was mention- 
ed in the COMPILER last week, died on 
board the Lucania last Friday, when the 
steamship was one day from New York.

M'lhlenberg, in Liberia, engaged in relig- 
ious work among the natives until finally 
his health broke down and he was com- 
pelled to return to this country. 
The 


cause of hie death was African fever. 


In the death of Dr. Day the Lutheran 


church loses one of its most prominent and 
active missionaries. He w.is a native of 
Huntiugton township, thin county, and 
ppent his early years there. The unusual- 
ly long residence and great success of his 
work in Africa have made the name of Dr. 
Day revered by all v, ho knew of the aacri- 
fnes of tiie Christian missionaries among 
tne people they have been seeking to con- 
vert.

SECTION 1. Be it enacted, etc., Tha 


the importation of dairy cows and nea 
cattle for breeding purposes into th 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania is here 
by prohibited, excepting when such cow 
and neat cattle are accompanied by 
c jrtificate from an inspector, whose com 
patency and reliability are certified to b 
the authorities charged with the centre 
of tbe diseases of domestic animals i 
tbe State from whence the cattle cam 
certifying that they have been examine 
and subjected to the tuberculin test an 
are free from disease. 


SECTION 2. That in lien of an in: 


tion certificate as above required, tbeca 
tie may be detained at suitable stock 
yards nearest to the State line on th 
nil road over which they are shipped, ao 
there examined at the expense of th 
owner, or cattle aa above specified from 
points outside of the State may, unde 
such restrictions as may be provided b 
the State Live Stock Sanitary Board, b 
shipped iu quarantine to their destinatio 
in Pennsylvania, there to remain in qua 
antine until properly examined at th 
expense of the owner, aud released b 
the State Live Stock Sanitary Board. 


SECTION 3. The State Live Stock San 


itary Board is hereby authorized and em 
powered to prohibit the impoi tation o 
domestic animals into the Common 
wealth of Pennsylvania, whenever i 
their judgment such measures may b 
necessary for the proper protection o 
the health of the domestic animals of th 
Commonwealth, and to make and en 
force rules and regulations governin 
such traffic as may from time to time b 
required. 


SECTION 4. That any person, firm, o 


corporate body violating the provision 
of this act, shall be deemed guilty of 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shal 
in the proper court of the county i 
which such cattle are sold, offered fo 
sale, delivered to a purchaser, or in whic 
such cattle may be detained in transit 
for each offense, forfeit aud pay a fine o 
not less than fifty dollars or more tha: 
one hundred dollars, or be punished b 
imprisonment for not less than ten days 
and not exceeding thirty days, either o 
both, at the discretion of court. Sue 
person, firm or corporate body shall b 
liable for the full amount ol' the damage 
that may result from the violation o 
this act. 


SECTION 5. The State Live Stool 


Sanitary Board ia hereby charged wit] 
the enforcement of this act, and is author 
ized to see that its provisions are obeyed 
and to make, from time to time, sue' 
rules and regulations as may be necessary 
and proper for its enforcement. 


SECTION 6. That this act shall go in 


to effect January first, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-eight.

THE ACT OF MAY 26, 1897. 


Dairy cows and neat cattle for breed 


ing purposes may be brought into Penu 
sylvania from other States only in ac 
cordance with one of the three following 
provisions: 


1. The cattle may be examined am 


tested with tuberculin in the State from 
whence they come by an inspector whose 
competency and reliability are certitiei 
lo by the authorities charged with the 
control of tbe diseases ol animals in that 
State. Special blanks for reporting up- 
on such examinations will be furnished 
by tbe State Live Stock Sanitary Board 
upon application. Cattle thus examined, 
found to be free from diseaseand brought 
into Pennsylvania, shall remain in the 
possession of the person or persons who 
own them when brought intoPeuus>l 
vania until the inspection reports have 
been approved by a member of the State 
Live Stock Sanitary Board or by an agent 
authorized to approve such reports 
After such approval the cattle can be 
disposed o£ without restriction. 


2. Dairy sows and neat cattle for 


breeding purposes may, if shippers so 
elect, be examined aud tested with tuber- 
culin at suitable stock-yards nearest to 
the State line on the railroad over which 
th^y are shipped. Such examinations 
are to be made by inspectors approved 
by this Board and at the expense of the 
owner of the cattlu. 


Cattle so inspected shall be marked 


with a suitable metal tag or shall be ac 
curately described so that they can be 
reliably identified, aud a repoit on tin 
examination and test, with directions for 
identification, shall ba submitted with 
out delay to this Board. 


3. Dairy cows aur neat cattle for 


breeding purposes may be brought into 
Pennsylvania without jtreeiotii examination 
only under the following conditions : 


A. Notification to the State Live 


Stock Sanitary Board that it ia proposed 
t > bring certain, dairy cows or neat cattle 
for breeding purposes into this State 
Such notice must be accompanied by the 
number and a full and accurate descrip- 
tion of the cattle, tbe names and address- 
es of tba owner and consignee, the date 
upon which they are to be brought into 
the State, the route over which they are 
to be driven or shipped, and the destina- 
tion. 


A blank form to use in rendering this 


report will be aeut upon application to 
tbe State Live Stock Sanitary Board. 


B. Such cattle -shall remain in strict 


quarantine during transit and after they 
have arrived at their destination until 
they bave been examined and teated with 
tuberculin by an inspector approved by 
this Board. Under this quarantine it is 
required that the cattle shall be kept 
apart from other cattle, that they ahall 
remain in the possession of the person or 
persons who bring them into thia State 
and that their milk shall not be sold or 
used without previous aterilizaiion by 
boiling. 


Dairy cows or neat cattle for breeding 


purposes brought into Pennsylvania un- 
der this provision that are found upon 
examination or test to be tuberculous, 
shall be strictly isolated and quarantin- 
ed, their milk cannot be used for any 
purpose whatever without previous ster- 
ilization by boiling, and they shall not be 
moved to other premises excepting for 
slaughter. >To compensation shall be 
allowed for such cattle.

FEBTIUZERS—WHAT TO 


BTJY AND HOW TO USE. 


This is an age of fertilizer farming 


In fertilizers the farmer bas found a sub 
stitute for barn-yard mauuree, tha 
yields bitn available plant food at 
cheaper price per unit than it can ofte 
De obtained by stock feeding, with mai 
gins for proSt aa small as they now are 
To keep a lot of animals on the far: 
only to serve as manure makers is n 
longer aproB'able investment. TJnles 
these animals return a profit over an 
above expenses of keep aud labor in car 
ing for same, stable manure is cost! 
plant food, and in most cases the farme 
would be richer at the end of the year 
by selling his grain and hay products 
and bnyiug commercial manures, wit 
v;h!ch to feed his crops. Where land 
are especially adapted to the grazing o 
stock or dairying, they might be lernifi 
natural stable manure farms, and littl 
or no fertilizer will bs needed in keeping 
np their fertility. 
Bat when grain 


growing is the leading feature on tb 
farm, fertilizers are an important, am 
often an indespenaable factor. I believ 
that the farmer who is making the mos 
rnouey now is the man who is keeping 
just sufficient team force to work hi 
lauds, with probably a cow or two, an> 
no other stock, and then depends on 
green manures and fertilizers to main 
taiu aud improve soil fertility. Beside 
fertilizer farmers do their work eaaie 
and ketp their farms cleaner than d 
those who rely npon stable manures. 


WHAT TO BUY. 


In farming lands that are fairly pro 


ductiye, or even in renovating run-down 
fiirms, phosphoric acid and potash ar 
the only elements of fertility that shou' 
be bought. The very expensive elemen 
of nitrogen should De produced upon th 
faro], hy growing aud turning unde 
greeu manures, which also supply humu 
to the soil. 
These manures, such a 


clover, peas, beans, and other legumeH 
are most profitable when they can b 
used as catch crops, not requiring 
whole season to perfect their growth 
Ordinarily acid, or rock superphosphat 
ia the best anrl cheapest form in whic 
the phosphoiio acid can be obtained 
For all grain crops potash is cheapest i 
the torm of muiiate salts, but for pota 
toes or tobacco, the sulphate of potash i 
to be preferred. If the farmer neglect 
to produce his nitrogen on the farm, a 
far too many of us do, then the cheapes 
and best form to purchase it in is flnel 
ground tankage, or if something mor 
readily available is needed, nitrate o 
soda may be procured. 


HOME MIXtNO. 


Buy your fertilizing materials or cbemi 


cals from first hands, and do your ow 
mixing. Kobody knows what element 
of fertility are lacking in your soil, fo 
the crops you intend to grow, as well a 
you should. Not only this, but you ca 
do the mixing cheaper than the manufac 
turer will offer to do the work for you 
What little you will have to mix can b 
done at odd times or rainy days, withon 
any expense. The mixing with shove 
on the barn floor is just aa good and thor 
ough for ail practical purposes, as if th 
work is done by an expensive mixing ma 
chine. Mix only a short time before th 
fertilizer is to be used, so that nothin 
may ba lost. If you don't know jus 
how to proportion your mixture, ask th 
advice of some one who does know, con 
suit your Slate chemist, or take th 
analysis of any brand of goods that hav 
given you good results, and mix in sam 
proportion. In home mixing it is gener 
ally advisable for several farmers to joi 
together and buy materials in car lots 
as this will enable them to buy mor 
readily from first hands, and at the ver 
lowest prices. The home-mixer can thu 
save from eight to ten dollars upon ever 
ton of fertilizer that he uses. We know 
whereof we apeak. Fertilizers that us& 
to cost us from $28 to $30 per ton, pur- 
chased of tbe local dealer, we are no 
mixing at home at a coat of $20. 


APPLYING 


For cultivated crops, apply one thin 


of the fertilizer in the hill or drill, alou 
with the seed, and the balance mix in 
with the surface soil with fertilizer at 
tachment to wheat drill, or in any otbe 
satisfactory manner. For small grain 
let the fertilizer all go in with the seed 
Every farmer should know where th 
profitable limit is in the use of fertilize 
upon anj crop that he grows, and then 
use it up to that profitable limit. The 
farmer who expects to get the most ou 
of the money he puts in a fertilizer, can' 
trust much to luck or guess work. He 
must be practical, up-to-date, thorough 
in other words, he must go about hii 
work in an intelligent manner to win 
success.—A WKITEK IN The Praclica 
Farmer.

FERTILIZER LESSONS FROM 


PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE. 
Tears ago I seeded a poor field lo 


wheat and clover, and having only what 
manure was required iu my truck farm- 
ing, I applied 22S Ibs. per acre of a mix- 
ture of dissolved South Carolina rock aud 
muriate o£ potash, except a strip 3 rods 
wide, which waa left without any. The 
difference in yield of wheat in favor of 
the fertilized portion waa very plain 
.But in the succeeding year came acrown 
ing victory in the clover in favor of th 
1'ertilixed portion, it yielding an averag 
crop of bay, leaving a dense sod lha 
produced an aftermath, while on the nn 
fertilized strip not a forkful of anythin 
but weeds and running briars could b 
found. S"ext the field was plowed an< 
seeded again to wheat and clover, usin 
a similar quality and quantity of ferlil 
izer, but put on the whole field alike 
The following harvest showi'd a wondei 
ful gain iu wheat on the clover sofl por 
lion over that which had lain bare s 
long. 
I think not eveu a fool coul 


doubt it. But remember, the phosphor: 
acid and potash brought clover on th 
previously bared strip, though it took ex 
tra manuring to get it caught up wil 
that which had two years of a stall i 
clover. 


Then followed a rotation of potatoes 


wheat and clover. 1 applied stable ma 
nure to the clover Rod, and cornmercit 
fertilizer to the potatoes, which resnlte 
in 175 bushels potatoes per acre iu an un 
favorable season, 33 bushels of wheat a 
against 7 in former years, aud an abun 
da.it hay cropaa against nothing. I hav 
no doubt that after the clover waa wel 
stalled that the application of ruy stabl 
manure, both liquid and solid, direoll. 
to il, would have constantly increase' 
fertility. But lilu is short, and this ai 
age of steam and electricity, and 1 want 
ed to "get there." 


Now my deductions from this experi 


cnce are: 
1st. Field lacked availabl 


plant food for slarting clover. 2d. Th 
mineral elements—phosphoric acid ai.i 
potash—nourished tbe clover. 3d. do 
ver gathered nitrogen and other ele 
meats of fertility from the air above an 
subsoil below, aud in the decay of it 
heavy rools and bulks crown deepeue 
and furnished the upper soil with humu 
and available fertility. 4ih. Clover i 
especially adapted to carrying on nature' 
method of maintenance and rrstoratio 
of fertility, which is shading and clothin 
mother earth with a mulch oC decaying 
vegetation, as evinced by our forests am 
the springing up and d>lng off of weed 
in unoccupied soil. 5-b. More is gainei 
by applying manure or other fertilize 
directly to pushing clover or grass, au< 
the latter to furnish fertility for succeed 
ing crops. 6ID. It ib folly to buy mucl 
of that moat expensive element—nitro 
gen, v, ben it can be obtained through 
clover or other legumes.

On another veiy poor field, lime 


though an indirect fertilizer, has, by it 
solvent power, made available snflicien 
plant food to grow for the lirsl time 
good clover sod. For some soils it, is 
sure shot to get a sod. Yet a long con 
tinned use of it may not be advisable, i 
being merely an agent to help the grov. 
ing ciops to the food elements alread 
present, and not of itselt supplying an 
considerable amount.

solid, %vell saved, is king of fertilizers 
May friend lerry pi each louder am 
louder the importance o£ better carin, 
for it to the end that we will save from 
waste many a pound of phosphoric acid 
potash and nitrogen, costing in cotmuer 
cial fertilizer about 0, o anil 17 cents re 
spectlvely. Bui. we can't make or sav 
something from nothing. An unproduc 
tive soil produces nothing to make ma 
nure out of, so we must buy fertility i 
some form, either in chemicals, or feec 
for our stock. 
Tillage will do much 


but a superabundance may cost mor 
thau fertilizer, 
i am convinced tha 


chemicals and clover (or other legumes 
is the most economical. The field tria 
given in the foregoingconvinces me of th 
truth of Mr. Greinei's statement in hi 
work, "Practical Farm Chemistrj'," viz 
"Concentrated fertilizers and green man 
un'ng go wc-H togettifr, and make a com 
plete substitute for stable manure." 


Buy feitilizcr according to the guar 


anteed percentages of its elements o 
fertility. Tlieu y( u sue buying plan 
food by tha pound, 10 per cent, meaning 
200 Ibs. iu a ton. Broadcasting fertil 
izer for potatoes and corn proves bette' 
than putting it in row. There's a differ 
ence in feeding a hay aud corn bill. Thi 
former has but one root, going rigb 
down in the feed trough, while the latter 
has numerous feed roots stretching ou 
through the surface. — A WKITKH i>

Interest in the debate upon the pension 


appropriation bill in the House on Thurj-- 
day centered chiefly in the appearance of 
Kcprpsentative Allen, of Miepis'-ippi, afi tlie 
Democratic member of the appropriations 
committee in charge of tlie opposition to 
the measure. The Democratic opposition, 
as represented hy Mr. Allen, \?. not due to 
a desire to deprive any man who served in 
the civil war of the pension to which he iq 
entitled tinder tlie law, but is in the ntx- 
ture of a protwt against eo extending the 
pension lists as to include men who were 
never in the army, 


It ie stated that the Republicans thor- 


oughly realize that thuir pension policy 
has resulted in a degree of extravagance 
thatbhould be curtailed. 


It is probable that this apparent willing- 


ness on the part of the Republicans to 
view the que&tiona involved iu th« light of 
common sense will not result at this Hus- 
sion in any change of policy, but ih« ex- 
treme needs of the government and the 
abuses which have grown out of the too 
liberal penbion legislation of former yearn 
IE causing the party in control to confiid^r 
the necessity of stopping the Fteady in- 
creaw* of that class of pensioners who ha\e 
no valid claims upon the government- 


It is generally nnderHi-jod that for the 


present there will bu no effort to take up 
financial le^islalion on the floor of the 
House. This IE due mainly to the fact 
that a atrong impreeeion prevails among 
members of the JJousp that the committee 
on banking and currency will not be able 
to reconcile tbe many conflicting interests 
inside of the committee. These reprepent 
all shades of the financial subject, and are 
eo much at variance that it IP not expected 
a majority can be rallied for any proposi- 
tion. Under such circumstances the pur- 
pose is to await the action, or the dead- 
lock, in that committee. 


Mr. McBride, of Oregon, presented and 


asked for immediate consideration of a 
joint resolution for the relief of American 
miners and other sufferers in the valley of 
the Yukon and tributaries. The resolu- 
tion authorizes the Secretary of War to 
transport supplies to the suffering miners, 
and provides that not more than $250,000 
be appropriated to carry out the purposes 
of tbe resolution. It went over on objec- 
tion.

eefts, secured unanimous consent for the 
presentation of a petition nigned by 21 ,li69 
native Hawaiian;* protesting against the 
annexation of Hawaii.
